It has the bert practical astronomer in In- 
diana, in the shape of ta shoemaker, who 
earns his daily bread '(for he is poor) by 
cobbling. I found every circumstance 
so interesting connected with this as- 
tronomer, that I am sure the readers of 
the Journal^ will also und an interest in 
a sketch of his pursuit of knowledge 
under more difficulties than those of the 
Elder Herscbell, or of James Ferguson, 
the Scotch astronomer. William Dawson 
ia the name of the! Quaker shoemaker 
and astronomer, who made his own tele 
scope, constructed h^s' own observatory, 
and who for more than twenty yeara has 
furnished the Smithsonian Institute and 
the Meteorological bureau at Washington 
with valuable statistics and observations. 


Last month I was' invited to deliver a 


course of lectures in Spiceland, and! when 
walking with C'larkson Davis, the prin- 
cipal of the academy, I noticed a house 
constructed with] a dome. I inquired of 
Mi. Davis if that was an observatory con- 
nected with the academy? He replied: 
"No, it isr a private observatory, built by 
a very excellent and worthy man, a shoe- 
maker, William Dawson, who constructed 
his own telescope, and is truly a pron-

that "tough old Teuton'' of the olifl colo- 
nial days. 


I learned tbat Dawson was born in 


Stark county, Ohio, but was taken by his 
parents when two years old to dadiz, 
Henry county, Indiana. He had only the 
advantage of a common school education.

In 1£ 54 he began to keep a regular 


record of thermometrical and barometri- 
cal obiservdtions. 
Six vears later the 


Smithsonian institute heard of him and 
wrote t!> him, asking him to make and 
keep observations for the meterological 
bureau After the first year the officers of 
the bureau found his report s"o accurate 
and reliable that they begged him to 
aend them a copy of "all hii operations 
since!&>4. He received a few instru- 
ments and the annual reports of the 
Smithsonian institute, and this has con- 
stituted all his compensation for years 
and years of nights and days ot regular 
observations. 
Unfortunately, when he 


began his contributions for the institu te 
the powers that Oe at Washington had 
cease 3 to grant to their observers certain 
instruments necessary for accurate ob- 
servations; among these are the pay cbom- 
eter and some other! instromen'js. Since 
the bureau of meteorology basbera trans- 
ferred to the war department the powers 
at Washington are not more- liberal, and 
am sorry to say that Wm. Dawson, who 
cannot afford to- buy these instruments, 
suffers for the want of ibem>. 


I learned many interesting faet» from 


Mr- D. in legard to the weather in the 
last quarter ot a century. ID answer to 
my question: "What have been- the coldest 
day in I Henry county since 1854H he 
replied without turning to a record, and 
without ceasing hammering his leather. 
"9th and 10th of January,. 1856% -when at 
7 A. M. my Fahrenheit thermometer indi- 
cated 25deg, below zero; and on the 3d 
t)f January, 1870, when at 7 v. M. my 
present! accurate thermometer gare 23 
degf. below zero.*' '-But," he continued, 
"I would inform thee that the ther- 
mometer employed in 1866- was an> osdi 
nary Fahrenheit, and not the present 
more 
exact 
instrument 
which 
I 


possess; and I have found out that there 
is a tendency in ordinarv thermometers to 
mark a bigher «!egree of beat and a lower 
degree of cold than the fine and proved 
instruments seat tr-nj Washington."" 


Henry county, he informed' auj, is the 


highest land in the State of Indiana, the 
barometrical observations showing tbat 
Knightstown is about 800' leet above the 
level ol' the sea, white Spiceland is 1,025 
feet above the plane where tue Mississip- 
pi waters mingle with those ot the Gulf 
of Mexico. My brother Calvin had in- 
formed me that Indianapolis is the low- 
est place in the interior of the State. Mr. 
Dawson 
confirmed 
this. The lowest 


place absolutely in the State ia New Sar- 
mopy, which is- qnly 330 ftet above the 
gulf of Mexico. Aurora, Dearborn county 
is 509 feet above th«; level of the sea. 


But the most interesting portion of 


any of my interviews with Mr. I>. was 
that -which related to astronomy. Here, 
by his own sharp economies, in which 
his whole family shared, he managed to 
save enough to order of Advan* Clark 
& Son (the famous telescopic opticians 
of Cambridge, Mass.,) object glasses, eye- 
glasses [and reflecting eye-pieces. These 
alone cost him between $200>and $300. He 
sent to • Dublin and-Knightstown, Ind., 
for zinc, brass &c., and with these con 
structed the tube of hia telescope. I 
mounted to his observatory with him. 
This observatory he planned so tbat it 
rests upon the central portion of his 
house. The doiae, of course, revolves at 
will, so that he can bring any part ot the 
heavens ia view. I oad a glorious view 
of the sun on a bright day near the end 
of February, and I was intensely inter- 
ested as he narrated to me tbe various 
observations he made of eclipses, of spots 
on the sun, and of the planets and fixed 
stara. He said that tp him the sight 
which, of all others, he could call 
"splendid sublimity" was the transit of 
mercury on the Oth of May, 1878. 


I looked into his little library, which 


consisted for the most part ot the Bible, 
the reports of the Smithsonian institute 
and Zell's Encyclopedia, and I asked him 
if there were not books tbat he wished 
for very much in connection with astro- 
nomy." "OhJ'yes," he'replied, "there are 
many, 
especially 
certain 
volumes 


(he named them) on eclipses, which 
would be of the greatest aid to me, but I 
cannot afford to buy, them." 


I came away from those interviews not 


only instructed, but filled with admira- 
tion for tbe man. I came away, also, 
with resolves, and one was, without let' 
ting him know it, >to do what 1 could to 
Wm. Dawson, the humble Qfiaker, self- 
niade astronomer and meteorologist. To 
this end I have devoted a lecture, soon to 
be delivered in Spiceland, so that its 
funds mav go tow-trd procuring the much 
needed 
lecture 


instruments and books. That 


will not suffice. And I further- 


For bis reading the 
he had access to tne 


books were lew, but

Any 
sum of money or any oooks^ relating to 
astronomy forwarded to me* will be faith- 
fully'handefd over to Wm. Dawson for

Authorizing the county of Burleigh to issue 


bonds for the purpose of building a courthouse 
and jail. 


Be it enacted by the Legislatile Assembly-of the 
Territory of Dakota f 
(SECTION 1.—That the Courify Commissioners 


of jthe county of Bnrleigh, m the Territory of Da- 
kota, be empowered and are hereby authorized to 
issue bonas of one thousand dollars each, to the 
amount of twenty thousand dollars, payable in 
not exceeding ten years, for the purpose of build- 
ing a court house and jail, which, bonds shall 
draw interest from the date thereof, payable an- 
rfually at a rate not exceeding ten per cent, per 
annum. The bonds shall specify on their face 
the date, amount, for what purpose issued, the 
tune and place of payment and rale of interest. 
Shall be printed on good paper, with coupons at- 
tached for each year's interest, and the amount 
of each year's interest shall be placed in corres- 
ponding coupons, 1i 11 til such bonds shall become 
due, in a manner BO as to have the last coupon 
fall due the same time as the bond. Said bonds 
and coupons thereto1 attached shall be severally 
signed by the chairman of the board of county 
commissioners and attested by the county clerk 
of said county.

SEC. 3. The county coinniibsioners of said 


county are hereby gianted all ihe needful au- 
thority to levy taxes from time to time, not to 
exceed one per cent. OB the taxable property 111 
t-aid county, in a'ddition to the tax already al- 
lowed by law, said tax to be for the purpose of 
paying the interest on said bonds promptly when 
due, ami for creating a sinking tund tor paj mg 
the principal of said bands when due.

—no." Said election shall be governed in the 
same manner, as far as applicable, as provided 
by law for conducting general elections in this 
Territory, and the vote of said election shall be 
canvacsed in the same manner as provided by law 
for canvassing votes for county officers, and if a 
majority of all the votes cast be found to be for 
issuing the bonds, such bonds may iseuu ai hero- 
in provided.

from and after its passage and aporaval.
